AN ACT to amend Tennessee Code Annotated, Title 4;
Title 5; Title 6; Title 7; Title 66 and Title 68, relative
to private property rights.
BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF TENNESSEE:
SECTION 1. Tennessee Code Annotated, Title 4, Chapter 1, Part 4, is amended by
adding the following as a new section:

(a) As used in this section, "political subdivision" means a local governmental
entity, including, but not limited to, a municipality, metropolitan government, county,
utility district, school district, public building authority, and development district created
and existing pursuant to the laws of this state, or any instrumentality of government
created by any one (1) or more of the named local governmental entities.

(b) This state and its political subdivisions shall not adopt or implement policy
recommendations that deliberately or inadvertently infringe or restrict private property
rights without due process, as may be required by policy recommendations originating
in, or traceable to, "Agenda 21," adopted by the United Nations in 1992 at its Conference
on Environment and Development, or any other international law or ancillary plan of
action that contravenes the constitution of the United States or the constitution of this
state.

(c) Since the United Nations has accredited and enlisted numerous non-
governmental and intergovernmental organizations to assist in the implementation of its
policies relative to Agenda 21 around the world, this state and its political subdivisions
shall not enter into an agreement, expend any sum of money, or provide financial aid to

those non-governmental and intergovernmental organizations as defined in Agenda 21.
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SECTION 2. This act takes effect upon becoming a law, the public welfare requiring it.
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
